County employe groups nix hint they forego raises

County employe organizations aren't buying the subtle suggestion of one county 
supervisor that if county workers forego a pay boost this year the county might avert 
a property tax increase 
As if in answer to the thought of Supervisor Robert E Kallman that county pay 
envelopes in the 1976-T7 fiscal year remain as they are as one way to forestall an in­ 
flated tax rate, the County Employes Assn . has filed notice with the county ad­ 
ministration it wants a 15 per cent wage hike and/or an extra 160 for each two-week 
pay period, along with a raft of improved fringe benefits 
The new demands of the county’s largest employe organization have come on top of 
an AFL-CIO Social Services Union Local 535 proposal to the county for a 
“ reasonable" $65 per month wage increase for its members plus another 3 per cent 


Asked whv the Social Services Union salary request was below that of the County 
Employes Assn , Janet Bandy, union field representative, declared that the union felt 
a 
reasonable request" was in line. and said it followed the proposal made by Gov 
Brown for boosts in pav for state employes 


While negotiations are under way between the county administration and the two 
employe groups, county officials said that none of the four other employe organiza­ 
tions has filed new wage and fringe benefit proposals as yet 


These include the Deputy Sheriffs Assn., AFL-CIO County Firefighters Union. 
County Government Attorneys Assn 
and Deputy County Counsels Assn 


The County Employes Assn 
proposals include asking the county not to initiate 
withdrawal from the existing Social Security insurance program this coming fiscal 


year 
County Auditor-Controller Paul Floyd said this amounts to a county contribution of 
$12 million this year from the general fund and another $96,000 a year from other 
county funds 
Ms Bundy said her union has taken no position on that issue at this time. 
The Social Services Union represents about 500 county employes in the Welfare, 
Mental Health and Probation Departments, while the independent association repre­ 
sents more than I .OtH) employes, a large group of whom are clerical.

ic-dominated legislature in this 
election year. But the senator 
was optimistic of support from 
taxpayers as well as local 
elected officials 
“They are like us with their 
antennae quivering for any 
signal of a new public trend,” 
Behr said 


As an example of the possible 
tax savings. Behr cited a family 
of four with an adjusted gross 
income of $15,000 and a $28,000 
home 


Currently this family pays 
$1,016 in taxes — $180 on their 
land. $660 on the house and $176 
in state income tax 
Under 
Behr’s bill, the $180 would be 
continued, the income tax 
would be increased to $211, but 
the property tax would be 
eliminated leaving a total tax 
bill of $391, or a savings of $625 


Wealthier homeowners also 
would benefit with an overall 
tax reduction 


Behr said the five per cent 
transfer tax. while adding to 
the already high cost of a home, 
could be made less painful for 
the purchaser by having it in­ 
cluded in the mortgage contract 
and thus spreading out pay­ 
ments 


Butz says 
ALRB plan 
a failure 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
U S 
Agriculture Secretary 
Earl Butz. calling for national 
farm labor legislation, says 
C a lifo rn ia 's 
historic 
Agricultural Labor Relations 
Act has failed to end "anarchy” 
in the fields 
“ Many of us were hopeful it 
would bring great results.” 
Butz told a state Chamber of 
Commerce meeting Wednes­ 
day "But ifs something less 
than satisfactory, if I may in­ 
dulge in understatements 
Butz said he favored legisla­ 
tion to bring agricultural 
workers under the jurisdiction 
of the National Labor Relations 
Act. or a similar board, but held 
out little hope for immediate 
passage 
He also commented on Cesar 
Chavez’ United Farm Workers 
Union, and said he "couldn't 
tolerate" the secondary boy­ 
cott. a chief tool of the 
organization 
"We cannot live with the 
anarchy of the farm labor situa­ 
tion in California." he told the 
chamber's "legislative forum.” 
Butz said even if California’s 
farm labor law eventually 
proves a success, he was con­ 
vinced that national farm labor 
legislation was needed 


He said field hands should be 
included under the National 
Labor Relations Act, but ad­ 
ded 
“ Farmers won t go for 
it ” He said a proposal for a 
similar, but separate, board to 
oversee agricultural labor con­ 
flicts would be opposed by labor 
groups which "wouldn’t go for 
an independent bod y ” 


He said some form of federal 
farm labor legislation might Ik* 
introduced during the next 
Congress 


The secretary called the 
UFW an "absolutely remarka- 
• hie phenomenon.” and said it 
was ‘‘more of a social move­ 
ment than a union." 


“ Even if wrong, it's a 
remarkable 
phenomenon,” 
Hutz said "It's a fact of life

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More time given 
SY Ranch School 


By DICK PRAUL 
The Santa Ynez Valley Ranch 
School permit narrowly es­ 
caped being revoked Wednes­ 
day by the County Planning 
Commission, and commis­ 
sioners appeared to agree that 
a new set of rules and condi­ 
tions will have to be written for 
the controversial facility near 
Santa Ynez if it is to continue 
permanently 
The commission, with one 
member on vacation, was 
deadlocked at 4-4 on a motion to 
revoke by newly-seated Santa 
Ynez Valley commission 
member Boyd Bettencourt 
Bettencourt s motion, if it had 
gotten a majority vote, would 
have revoked the county's con­ 
ditional use permit as of Nov 15 
if by that period a new permit 
application enable to valley 
residents had not been proces­ 
sed by that time 
Earlier, the commission by a 
6-2 vote had rejected Betten­ 
court s motion for revocation 
as of mid-June at the end of the 
school term if there was not 
substantial progress made 
aimed at permit conditions 
satisfactory to the community 
from which wholesale protests 
have come 
Finally, by an 8-0 vote, the 
commission agreed with a mo­ 
tion bv Goleta representative 
Charles Graver to continue a 
public hearing to Nov IS to 
allow time for a possible 
restructuring of the ranch 
school and satellite home com­ 
plex that could meet county and 
community requirements 
Bettencourt agreed with 
those opposing his motions that 
setting a revocation date for 
summer or even fall — in view 
of a lengthy period of perhaps 
eight months or more for en­ 
vironmental review and further 
commission determinations — 
would work a disruptive 
hardship on the school opera­ 
tion that has been going on for 
three vears 


But he stressed that he felt 
the “ only way to bring the 
operation into compliance is to 
bring the threat of revocation.” 
The commission eventually 
agreed with Graver that more 
flexibility after Nov 15 should 
be allowed, in view of contracts* 
with ranch school staffers and 
other obligations of the ranch 
school to local governments 
The commission learned 
from State Department of 
Health representative Andrew 
Anderson that the number of 
applications for satellite homes 
made bv the ranch school now 
totals 19, with ll in the Santa 
Ynez Valley, and others in 
Lompoc Goleta and Montecito 
He said some were operating 
without licenses but added that 
this is allowable in some cases 
due to lengthy period of proces­ 
sing applications 
But he also said he had writ­ 
ten ' about IO or ll" citations 
against them for non­ 
compliance 
Commissioners expressed 
concern that the ranch school 
operation with some 63 children 
in its ranch school-satellite 
home complex in Santa Ynez 
Vallev was under proper con­ 
trol, especially with new 
satellite homes springing up in 
other county areas now 
Ronald J 
Mayuiers, of 
Montecito 
operator of the 
ranch school failed in an effort 
to get the commission to waive 
the 1325 county fee for a new 
permit 
Dr Wallace Ault, of Solvang 
newly hired as school director 
and chief psychologist, was 
described by Zel Canter, at­ 
torney for opponents of the

lf your automobile, truck, motorcycle, or any com­ 
ponent part thereof has an identification number 
which has been altered or removed, you could be in 
violation of the law. according to Lt. Richard Dzamba, 
commander of the Buellton Highway Patrol office 
California Vehicle Code Section 10751 makes it un­ 
lawful to knowingly possess a vehicle or component 
part from which the manufacturer s serial number has 
been removed, defaced, altered, or destroyed This 
law also provides for the seizure of such vehicles by 
law enforcement officers, and permits the court to 
order their destruction or sale by the city or county in 
which the seizure took place 
Lt Dzamba said, “ A wise buyer of any vehicle will 
examine its serial numbers for alteration or destruc­ 
tion before completing the purchase.”

POMPAMO BEACH. Fla. (UPI) - It 
is often a curse to be born the son of a 
famous athlete 
From the time one is big enough to 
throw a baseball, kick a football or shoot 
a basketball, comparisons are being 
made between father and son which can 
often do much damage to the psyche of 
the youngster Many tunes a child will 
choose a different sport from the one in 
which his father excelled to avoid the 
stigma 
Elliott 
"Bump” Wills is different, 
though 
He has not only chose his 
father s sport but to a large degree has 
patterned his style of play after that of 
his famous dad. former Dodger short­ 
stop Maury Wills. 
The younger Wills is a 23-year-old 
rookie with the Texas Hangers who is 
trying to make the big leagues as a se­ 
cond baseman A former star at Arizona 
State. Hump Wills is a huskier version of 
his father and has already shown in one 
seasomnf minor league* ball that he has 
the potential to successfully follow in his 
father’s footsteps 
Last year at Pittsfield Wills hit an im­ 


pressive .307 with nine homers and 13 
stolen bases and this year he is expected 
to jump as high as Triple A with 
Sacramento That s already a giant step 
ahead of his father, who spent many 
years in the minors before making it to 
the big leagues. 
The pressure of being Maury Wills’ son 
is beginning to build, however 
“ Urn not gonna lie and tell you there is 
no pressure, because there is,” says 
Hump “ It s the same thing if Willie 
Mays or Hank Aaron had a son breaking 
into baseball My father’s only been out 
of baseball four years, so he’s still fresh 
in the minds of baseball fans With my 
cornin’ up there is some pressure 
I didn t have any pressure on me in 
high school or college, but I think when I 
get to the major leagues the pressure 
will be there " 
Bump keeps in close contact with his 
father, now a television baseball an­ 
nouncer. and receives plenty of advice 
“ We talk a lot and he gives me lots of 
tips, mostly about the do’s and don’ts,” 
says Bump “ He tells me about the 
things I should and shouldn’t do He tells 


me to stay clean and work hard and give 
IOO per cent " 
During his heyday Maury Wills was 
baseball's premier base stealer and an 
expert in scoring runs Bump feels that 
his own style of play is similar to his 
father’s. 
“ My dad was slight built. I’m slight 
built He was the kind of guy who always 
kept himself in shape, and I like to think 
of myself as that type of player,” says 
Bump, who is the same height as his dad 
(5-foot 9) but outweighs him by about IO 
pounds “ My main objective in baseball 
is to score runs, the same as my father. 
My father was more of a punch hitter, a 
bunt here, a punch there past the third 
baseman He was a smart hitter 
“ I like to consider myself a line drive 
hitter, a singles and doubles hitter I hit 
my home runs, too I hit nine homers last 
year, so I think I have more power than 
my father But mainly I just try to get on 
base anyway I can.” 
"I think second base is gonna be my 
position," he says. “ I like it I prefer it to 
shortstop, but I also like third base. I 
don't really have a shortstop’s arm ”

Bloom asked that the item be 
removed from the agenda before the 
school board voted on a set of revisions 
on boundaries and reassignments It was 
not immediately clear what that action 
might indicate At the same time it was 
clear that you can’t get 135 new students 
into Ruth from Miguelito without 
transferring some of the Ruth students 
elsewhere As most readers know the 
school board had previously ordered 69

all the Miguelito students to Hapgood, 
shifting Hancock College’s Lompoc

The sequel to 1967’s “ You’re 
a Good Man Charlie Brown," 
one of the biggest money­ 
making plays in American 
theater history, features Pea­ 
nuts characters introduced over 
the past five yean, including a 
five-foot, 86-pound mute bird 
“ Woodstock” played by Cathy 
Cahn. 
“ Nothing has ever given me 
more of a thrill than finally be 
mg able to hear people laugh at 
lines I wrote years ago,” Schulz 
said at a recent preformance in 
San Francisco’s Little Fox 
Theater. 
The cartoonist says he went 
to the theater before the open­ 
ing to make “ some sugges­ 
tions,” like how certain lines 
should be read and let the 
producers know “ what portions 
of the play I like” 


Schulz said making Snoopy 
think was a major turning point 
in the Peanuts strip’s history. 
“ I was intrigued by the way 
people talk to their dogs and I 
just imagined how the dog 
responds,” Schulz said of an 
“ inevitable” personification of 
Snoopy 


The artist once owned a 
beagle named Snoopy, but 
Schulz said the dog got into 
fights with another family 
animals and the arguments 
became “ so violent we had to 
trade him away.” 
Schulz now has three dogs, 
none of which is a beagle 
Schulz says he has an instinct 
which makes him “ know what 
is right for comics and how not 


to o v e rd o c e rta in th in g s “ 
And, he says he doesn’t relate 
to any one character more than 
another — “ I associate with all 
of them, all of us are a little like 
them ’ 
The cartoonist insists his 
strip isn t about kids, but about 
“ important issues” such as 
love and friendship 
The man who handles Schulz’ 
business, Warren Lockhart, is 
author and one of the producers 
of “ Snoopy'!!” who said he 
decided to open the show on the 
West Coast because the “ East 
Coast economy wasn’t going 
well and why follow a tradition 
that you have to open in New 
Haven ” 
Lockhart says San Francisco 
is a theater-going town and the 
“ Snoopy1!!” production “ in­ 
trigues the non-experienced 
theater goer, maybe gets 
someone who reads the strip, to 
go to the theater.” 
“ We’re not Chorus Line’ but 
we’re fun and we give em their 
money’s worth,” he said 
L o ck h art, president of 
Charles M 
Sculz Associates, 
believes there’s a need in show 
business for entertainment that 
leaves people feeling they had a 
good evening 
“ To me that’s more fun than 
doing Towering Inferno,’" he 
added 
Lockhart says he wants to let 
the San Francisco public 
“ decide whether we had a hit or 
not ” The response from both 
the public and the critics has 
been so positive he thinks the 
show will run for three years in 
this city and will play in cities 
around the country for one to 
two years 
“ After all, it s a series of 
vignettes and I can cut lines 
periodically and make it more 
contemporary " 
“ Snoopy!!!” opens this spr­ 


ing in Los Angeles, Washing­ 
ton, Philadelphia, and possibly 
Detroit, and in Boston this fall 
“ I ’m not going to go trotting 
into New York — we’ve had 
overtures — but we want to be 
certain New York wants us,” 
said Lo ck h art, who was 
nominated for an Emmy for co­ 
producing the NBC-Hallmark 
Hall of Fame’s “ The Bor­ 
rowers.” 
The songs in "Snoopy!!!” 
touch on the trials of life — “ Sit 
Up! Lie down! Roll over! Play 
Dead'” ; the torments of stu­ 
dents pleading “ Please don’t 
call on me today” ; the warmth 
of home in a tribute to “ Daisy 
Hill” puppy farm and includes 
some child-like love songs — 
“ Poor Sweet Baby” and “ Just 
One Person ’’ 


In all, the music is reminis­ 
cent of the score of “ Charlie 
Brown ” 


Some lines include a few jabs 
at Santa Claus —“ the fat man 
with the reindeer" who Linus 
notes has had more publicity 
than his idol, the G reat 
Pumpkin. 


Yet little, yellow Woodstock 
who introduces Snoopys “ Paw* 
pets” shows and generally 
plays the dog s “ straight man” 
is a hit especially among 
youngsters — opposite of what 
Schulz recalls as the first public 
reaction to the bird in the strip 
The cartoonist said he got let­ 
ters from Peanuts fans com­ 
plaining his “ innocent little 
character” was spoiling the 
stnp because it should just be 
about kids 
The performance ends with a 
silhouette of Snoopy on his 
cartoon-like dog house with 
Charlie Brown noting, “ As 
Lucy always says, he isn’t 
much of a dog but after all who 
is ”
